Another facet of the traffic 
problem in the county which 
could be controlled by a cen- 
tral authority, Robertson said, 
is on-street parking during 
morning and evening traffic 
rush hours. Many of the 
county municipalities border- 
ing the St. Louis city limits 
still penmit on-street parking 
during these periods, causing 
traffic bottlenecks.

Where Russi Penetrate. 

As of mid-1958, the Com- 
munist trade and aid, primari- 
ly by the Soviet Union, Com- 
munist China, Czechoslovakia 
and East Germany, have és- 
tablished economic footholds 
in about 16 countries. 

They are Iceland, Finland, 
Austria, Turkey, Yugoslavia, 
the United Arab Republic, Ye- 
men, Iran, Burma, Cambodia, 
Indonesia, Afghanistan, Cey- 
lon, India, Nepal and Uruguay. 

According to the State De- 
partment, Premier Khrushchev 
told a group of Congressmen 
in 1955, “We value trade least 
for economic reasons and most 
for political purposes.” 

Presumably, the same con- 
sideration applies to Commu- 
nist aid. But it may be con- 
cluded from the foregoing list 
that even a substantial Com- 
munist foothold in a country 
does not guarantee Soviet 
dominance. Iceland and Turkey 
are members of the North At- 
lantic alliance and Iran belongs

Impact in South America.

Pioneer Portias 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispetch: 


Eloise Lang’s readable and 
highly accurate recent article on 
the Mercantile Library and its 
new librarian carries forward one 
persistent factual error. Many 
reference works contain the same 
error. 

Quoting a history of the library, 
Miss Lang calls Phoebe Couzins 
(Washington University Law 
Schoo] 1871) “first woman lawyer 
in the United States.” Actually, 
Miss Couzins was preceded in ad- 
mission to the bar by two full 
years by Mrs. Belle Mansfield of 
Mount Pleasant, lowa, and by sev- 
eral other pioneer Portias scat- 
tered throughout the Midwest. 
Mrs. Mansfield was admitted in 
the spring of 1869 and Miss Couz- 
ins in the spring of 1871. 

As it happens, Miss Couzins was 
not only not the first woman law- 
yer in the United States, she was 
not even the first woman lawyer 
in Missouri or St. Louis. In both 
respects she was preceded by her 
own classmate, Miss Lemma Bark- 
aloo of Brooklyn, New York, who, 
having studied law privately and 
having been refused admission to 
Columbia University School of 
Law, matriculated as a law stu- 
dent here in the fall of 1869. - 

Faculty minutes of the Wash- 
ington University School of Law 
show that Miss Barkaloo petitioned 
the faculty for her degree in Feb- 
ruary 1870. Her petition was de- 
nied. The following month, how- 
ever, she was licensed to practice 
law in Missouri and is described 
by the Missouri historian, Floyd 
C. Shoemaker, as “the first woman 
lawyer to practice in St. Louis.” 
Two authorities describe Miss 
Barkaloo as the first American 
woman lawyer ever to try a case 
in court. 

Miss Barkaloo, however, did 
not graduate from Washington 
University law school, whereas 
Miss Couzins did. In 1887 Miss 
Couzins became the first woman 
United States Marshal, a calling 
even rarer for women than that 
of attorney. 

Both these Washington Univer- 
sity alumnae did honor to their 
alma mater, which itself was the 
first university in modern times 
to admit women law students.

Rivers of Traffic 


The Metropolitan Freeholders have sched- 
uled gome 50 hours of public hearings in the 
next three weeks on what by general agree- 
ment is this area’s most serious and most vex- 
ing problem: traffic and its control. More 
than 300 individuals and organizations have 
been invited to unburden themselves at the 
18 scheduled sessions in city and county; no 
doubt they will have plenty to say. 


By coincidence, on the very day that the 
Freeholders voted to hold these hearings, they 
listened to a 20-minute talk on city-county 
co-ordination by Alderman A. J. Cervantes. 
Mr. Cervantes is a kind of father to the Free- 
holders. In February 1955, when he was ad- 
vocating the creation of a joint city-county 
board to work out mutual problems—especial- 
ly t-affic problems—he was instrumental in 
forming the citizens’ group that gathered suf- 
ficient signatures to force creation of the free- 
holder board. 

° . * 

Mr. Cervantes also is chairman of the alder- 
manic traffic committee, which epitomizes one 
of the principal weaknesses of traffic control 
in St. Louis. That weakness is that traffic 
rules are written not by traffic engineers but 
by politicians badgered by all sorts of local 
pressures. In general this same weakness is 
endemic throughout the congested part of St. 
Louis county, 

In the last session of the Board of Alder- 
men, Mr. Cervantes offered a traffic control 
bill that was a landmark of sorts. It was based 
not on whims, intuition or neighborhood pres- 
sures but on the recommendations of the pro- 
fessional traffic engineers who made the 
$35,000 Barton survey. It would have trans- 
formed 297 of St. Louis’s four-way stops into 
two-way stops; eliminated 195 school stops; 
reversed 44 two-way stops so they would be 
placed against the lesser traffic flow instead 
of the principal flow as at present, and re- 
placed 28 other two-way stops with “yield” 
signs. 

Had the measure passed, the area’s rivers 
of peak-hour traffic certainly would have 
flowed much faster. Thousands of dollars 
wasted on wear and tear on brake linings 
and unnecessary fuel consumption would have 
been saved. (Barton engineers figured the 
cost of a stop at Page-Euclid intersection at 
$75,000 a year). But because of local pres- 
sures on various aldermen, the bill died in 
committee. A narrower substitute was intro- 
duced in this session and now has been 
adopted—but only after changes made in 
the substitute had passed muster of the Al- 
dermen from the particular wards involved. 

~ of * 

This record suggests that the Freeholders 
in their study of the traffic problem would do 
well to familiarize themselves with the traffic 
eontrol section of the St. Louis City Charter 
that was defeated last August. It provided for a 
Traffic Department headed by an experienced 
professional traffic engineer equipped with 
authority to match his responsibilities. 

The Charter plan provided for origination 
of traffic regulations by the professional traf- 
fic engineer, with a limited veto power— 
after his proposals had been given at least a 
six-month trial—in the hands of the Board 
of Aldermen. We do not suggest that this 
plan in all its details is the solution for the 
metropolitan area. But the principle of pro- 
fessional administration and control, subject 
to a reasonable legislative veto, is essential 
to untangling the area’s giant traffic mess— 
as the Freeholders are likely to realize long 
before the 50 hours of héarings are over. 


Short and Positive 


Ralph Waldo Emerson wrote.jn 1847 that 
“Spartans, stoics, heroes, saints and gods use 
a short and positive speech.” Last week one 
of. Queen Elizabeth’s Life Guards, tired of 
hearing a guide misinform American tourists, 
broke an old tradition by breaking silence.

On Congress’s Conscience 


Even Morris Ernst, the New York lawyer 
who whitewashed Dominican Dictator Trujillo 
in the Galindez disappearance case, now con- 
cedes on the basis of newly-discovered evi- 
dence that Congress should make a “full-scale 
investigation.” Mr. Ernst takes this view 
although it is the view of his worst enemy in 
Congress, Representative Charles O. Porter 
of Oregon. Congressman Porter has branded 
Mr. Ernst’s $90,000 report in the Galindez 
case as character assassination. 

Mr. Ernst’s change of tack follows the dis- 
covery by State Department consular officials 
of papers in the Dominican apartment of the 
late Gerald Murphy, the American free-lance 
flyer suspected of kidnapfng Jesus de Galin- 
dez for Trujillo. These papers bear in Mur- 
phy’s handwriting the name of Galindez and 
a timetable of a flight corresponding precise- 
ly to the flight in which the anti-Trujillo 
scholar is believed to have been spirited away, 
though dated one week earlier. Prior to this 
discovery, Mr. Ernst had maintained there 
was “not a scintilla of evidence that Galindez 
had any relation of any kind to Murphy.” 

In agreeing now that Congress should in- 
vestigate, Mr. Ernst takes the occasion to be- 
smirch still further the good name of Galin- 
dez. The insinuations in his report that Galin- 
dez stole something like $1,000,000. he had 
collected for the Basque Spanish Government 
in Exile, and that this was the reason for his 
disappearance, are repeated. How much water 
do these insinuations hold in the face of the 
fact that the President of the Basque Govern- 
ment in Exile, Jose Aguirre, vouches for the 
missing man, as quoted by Representative 
Porter, in these unequivocal words: “The in- 
tegrity of Galindez is beyond all type of 
doubts’’? . 

The American. Civil Liberties Union cau. 
tions against a congressional investigation, on 
the ground that it would not be related to 
legislation. When the subject is so closely 
related to this country’s foreign relations, to 
its administration of justice, and to its gov- 
ernmental operations, we cannot see that 
there is any room for such hesitancy.

Bid for Passport Power 


Secretary of State Dulles apparently has 
persuaded President Eisenhower that it is 
necessary for the State Department to possess 
broad authority to deny passports for political 


granted to the State Department. 

What the President asks is that Congress 
give the department the same 
unlimited power it used to claim, and which 
the Supreme Court says it does not have. 
The President’s special message to Con- 
gress leaves it up to Secretary Dulles to fill 

he submits a draft of the 


dangerous gap in the effective control of 
passports. 

Messrs. Kent, Briehl and Dayton in the 
recent cases were denied passports because 
the State Department thought they might be 
Communists and they refused to answer ques- 
tions on their political views. The department 
argued that it would be against the best in- 
terests of the United States to permit them 
to go abroad to paint or to engage in scien- 
tific research. 

The Supreme Court found that this was 
a misuse of the authority to issue passports, 
Justice Douglas, speaking for the majority, 
which included Chief Justice Warren, said 
that none of these applicants for passports 
had been even accused of a crime, to say 
nothing of having been convicted of one. 

There is no denying that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has the duty and responsibility to 
protect itself against those whose objectives 
are inimical to national security. The Govern- 
ment would be delinquent if it did not pro- 
vide that protection. But if it has a security 
case against someone, it ought to be able to 
do more than to withhold a passport for a 
half dozen years. Surely in that length of 
time it could become specific enough to make 
a case before a grand jury. 

Though the Supreme Court did not specifi- 
cally rule on the constitutional power of Con- 
gress to authorize the kind of passport regu- 
lations now sought by the Administration, the 
purport of its decision was against unlimited 
authority and we hope Congress will take a 
long time before granting it. If the right to 
travel is to be restricted at all, it should be 
on the narrowest grounds of national security, 
and not on any vague and woolly basis of “im- 
pairing the conduct of foreign relations.” 

Free citizens are not properly regarded as 
pawns of a free country’s foreign policy, and 
passport regulations should not make them so,

Senator Paul Douglas, Illinols 
Democrat, has appeared before the 
House Judiciary Committee in sup- 
port of new civil rights legislation 
being sponsored by 13 Representa- 
tives and 16 Senators of both parties. 

His statement was a landmark in 
the quest for justice, equality and 
human decency. It was also a trench- 
ant, moving indictment of the Gov- 
ernment’s failure to provide leader- 
ship for the American people. It re- 
ceived far too lit- 
tle notice.

The scandal Senator Douglas spoke 
of concerns millions’ of American 
school children who, because of the 
failure of both Congress and the Ad- 
ministration, are being denied equal 
protection of the law. It concerns 
the nullification of constitutional 
rights on’a frightening scale and the 
increasing threat to the nation cre- 
ated by the spread of lawlessness. 

Both the Administration and Con- 
gressmen of both parties, Senator 
Douglas charged, are to blame for 
setbacks in the civil rights realm. 
Unless Congress and government 
make it clear that the nation is 
deeply and irrevocably pledged to a 
land free of segregation, the forces 
of bigotry will continue to gain. 


The Civil Rights Act of 1958 which 
Douglas urges would be “a positive 
acceptance by the Federal Govern- 
ment of the legal and moral respon- 
sibility for the enforcement of the 
constitutional right to the equal pro- 
tection of the laws.” It would pro- 
vide “‘vitally-needed federal technical 
and financial assistance and federal 
leadership to states and local com- 


munities” moving toward deségrega- . 


tion. It would end what has in effect 
been the Government’s neutrality in 
the historic struggle. It would tell 
“lawless elements who have dis- 
graced America” that the Govern- 
ment is committed to their defeat. It 
would empower executive agencies 
to promote the desegregation drive. 

The courts alone, Douglas pointed 
out, cannot do the job; the recent 
Little Rock reversal shows what the 
pattern of retreat may be. 

There have been some areas of 
gain in the fight for equal. rights, 
Senator Douglas noted. There are 
communities in which men of good- 
will have made faithful efforts to 
comply with the law. But the nega- 
tive signs are “grim and sad.” As of 
today, Senator Douglas pointed out; 
there remain more than 2100 segre- 
gated school districts in 17 Southern 
and border states; in seven states 
there has been utterly no desegrega- 
tion achieved; in two others only 
token progress has been recorded. 


Since the Supreme Court desegre- 
gation decision folr years ago, more- 
over, about 145 state legislative 
measures in 17 states have been 
passed to render it ineffective. These 
include pupil assignmént schemes, 
requirements for “certificates of 
good character,” denial of state 
funds to non-segregated schools, sus-

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AMERICANS BEAT NATIONALS, 4-3, WITH TIGHT HURLING = /

BALTIMORE, July 8 — 
The American League, fav- 
ored on the strength of 
pitching that appeared su- 
perior on white paper, won 
with hurling that was better 
on green grass, too, taking 
advantage of two slips in 
the National League defense 
for a 4-3 triumph today in 
the silver anniversary All- 
Star baseball game. 

A sweltering crowd of 48,829 
in Baltimore’s roofless bowl 


saw three junior circuit hurlers ' 


hold the Nationals hitless the 
last six innings of a contest in 
which the older league col- 
lected just four singles. 

With the American League 
finishing with nine singles, in- 
cluding Gil McDougald’s sixth- 
inning pinch safety that broke 
a 3-3 tie, thiis was the first All- 
Star game in which there was 
not an extra-base blow. 

The Americans’ victory, their 
second straight and fifteenth 
in 25 mid-season inter-league 
tests, resulted in good part 
from their ability to seize upon 
errors by Ernie Banks and 
Frank Thomas for unearned 
runs in the first and sixth 
rounds. However, Casey Sten- 
gel’s white-uniformed home 
club prevailed primarily be- 
cause Ray Narleski, Early 
Wynn and Billy O’Dell prevail- 
ed after starter Bob Turley 
failed. 

Wynn was the winner and 
Bob Friend, second of four 
National League pitchers, was 
loser on a humid afternoon 
that proved to belong to the 
mes of the mound, especially 
Narleski, Cleveland righthand- 
er, and O'Dell, Baltimore 
southpaw. 

15 Straight N.L. Outs. 

Narleski, taking over in the 
second after the Nationals had 
increased their lead to 3-1, 
halted Fred Haney’s team on 
one pop fly single in three- 
plus innings and Lefty O'Dell, 
bringing a happy roar from 
the home folks, turned back 
the senior circuit in order the 
last three frames. In fact, 15 
successive N.L. batters were 


retired from the time Nelson | 


Fox fumbled a grounder in 
the fifth for the American 
League's second error. 

Fox was the only player 
with more than one hit, the 
peppery little White Sox sec- 


ond baseman driving in|

The National League’s mod- 
est offense included Stan Mus- 
ial’s first-inning single which 
boosted The Man’s record All-

players also saw action as 
Haney used 15 players, Sten- 
gel 17. Don Blasingame went 
out as a pinch-hitter and Larry 
Jackson, taking over in a sixth- 
inning jam with two on, fed 
an inning ending double play 
pitch to Fox. 

The first ball was thrown 
out by Vice-President Nixon, a 
pretty strong throw, too, and 
then the wildly-cheered Amer- 
ican League took the field. Tur- 
ley’s first pitch of the game 
seemed good, too, a sidearmed 
delivery, but Mays bounced. it 
down the third-base line. And 
when the ball hit the bag and 
arched high into the waiting 
Malzoge’s hands, Mays beat it 
out without drawing a throw. 

Skinner, next up, lined the 
first pitch sharply to Jensen 
deep in right field, and Musial, 
drawing a big hand, pounded 
a “3-1” pitch on the ground be- 
tween first and second into 
right field for a single, sending 
Mays scurring to third. The hit, 
Stan’s sevent¢enth in All-Star 
play, enabled the Cardinal star 
to break his own dream-game 
record.

Summer Play 


SUMMER WEATHER allows the small children to play 
outdoors—something they love to do. In some ways 
this is a relief to their mothers but in other ways it adds 
to their anxiety as to their safety. Most houses have 
backyards and it makes things easier for all concerned. 
The children can play there in safety and their mothers 
can look out at them occasionally to make sure they are 
doing well, 

Backyard play requires equipment, simple things that 
little ones can enjoy using. There should be something to 
climb on, to fall,off without endangering life and limb, 
something to act-as8 a shelter, things to work with... This 
is where the fathers come fhto the picture. They, with 
the aid of the mother of the brood, should plan and make 
or secure the essentials. 


Some lumber will be needéd for the saw horse 
that makes the climber and furnishes the shelter 
when a sheet or an old blanket is thrown over 
it. It makes a ladder so a small person can lift 
himself up high to get a better view of things in 
general. A board to walk on; a seesaw, a packing 
box for a house. All such things are riches for 
these children but they must be made smooth and 
they must be made securely. 


Putting such equipment into the backyard is likely 
to make it look messy which will distregs the heads of 
the family and maybe the neighbors. That need not be 
so if.father and mother will use plenty of paint and ar- 
range the equipment so that it will not be too much of an 
eyesore. The health and safety of the children come first, 
of course, but that does not exclude order and neatness 
as far as conditions allow. 

There is another propiem involved in this arrangement 
for the children. They.do not like to play alone so they 
invite the neighboring children to share their play. This 
could mean that one mother soon has a big. group of 
active little ones on her doorstep. There are ways out of 
this difficulty.

Making Better Use 


Of Ozark Forests 


“YOU CAN’T MEAN gouges set forest fires on pur- 


pose?” 

We were diseussing forest problems ond this question 
eame from our friend the Episcopal minister, was a 
city fellow and a firm believer in the inmate goodness of 
man. We explained that 
incendiary fires had been 
a major problem for gen- 
erations in the Ozarks, 
but that the situation had 
improved vastly, was still 
getting better every year 
and would : reach the 
point where fires of any 
magnitude would be a 
thing of the past in our 
hill country. 

The reason for this 
improvement is that 
Ozark people, with few 
exceptions, are learning 
the damage fire does in 
the forest. Today they 
know it hurts growing 
and mature timber, kills 
young trees and prevents 
reproduction. They see 
how it destroys wildlife 
food and cover and burns 
up countless birds and animals—so that for 25 years of 
more the Ozark highland became a biological desert. They 
understand that fire*burns the humus which creates forest 
soil; that it leaves the ground bare so rain runs off to 
cause erosion and floods instead of sinking into the ground 
to nourish plants, feed the springs and replenish the 
underground reservoir. « 


There are places in the United States where 
realization of these things has not come to the 
people who live in the timbered areas. In 11 
Southern states whose poorer soils actually repre- 
sent a valuable forest resource, there are still over 
100,000 forest fires a year. They burn more than 
6,000,000 acres of timber at a cost of $500,000,000 
or more. A good. share of this lost money would 
actually go to the people who set the fires in the 


form of wages and other benefits. 
’ 


» ALTHOUGH HERE IN THE OZARKS we hive about 
become convinced that it doesn’t pay to burn the woods, 
we still have a great deal to learn about managing the 
forests which are far and away our greatest economic 
resource. They are, moreover, a renewable resource that 
can bring us a real and permanent ‘prosperity if we have 
the foresight and wisdom to manage them wisely. In our 
National.Forests and on a few forested tracts in the hands 
of owners who look to the future; we see good forest 
management, On most private forest land, however, there 
is either no management or active mismanagement. Among 
practices that make it impossible to build the forest re- 
source on these lands are over-cutting and over-grazing, 
which, with fire, the cardinal sins against the health and 
growth of Missouri's forest lands. 

We Rear much moaning that Ozark counties are losing 
yogulation while the rest of Missouri is gaining. This is, 
of course, pure nonsense put forward by people who are 
either uninformed or have axes to grind. The big popu- 
lation loss in Missouri during the past 50 years has been 
in the rich farm counties north of the Missouri river and 
west of the Ozark highland. Here productive land units 


have been joined together for economical mechanized 
farming. 


In the Current river watershed, which we 
have studied and known intimately for 35 years, 
the picture is quite different. Here we have 70 
to 80 per cent of the land surface in forest 
growth, much of it so badly beaten up as to be 
rated submarginal. We also have 20 to 30 per 
cent of farm land and much of this also must he 
classed as marginal. Despite this, the population 
movement in these and bordering counties—Shan- 
non, Carter, Ripley, Oregon and Reynolds—is in- 
teresting. These counties showed no loss until 
the early 1950s when low farm prices and high 
wages in industry fihally lured Ozark péople to 
the cities. In Dent and Texas counties, with more 
farm land, the decline began a little sdoner. 


, THE BEST WAY to insure the health of any land— 
whether it be the earth, a continent, a nation or an Ozark 
county—is not to load it beyond its carrying capacity. On 
this basis, who can say that an increased population under 
today’s conditions in the Current river country would not 
be a disastrous thing. On the other hand, there is a sound 
method for increasing the carrying capacity of these 
counties which would, if carried out, actually demand a 
larger population to make it successful. If we would close 
the range to grazing by livestock and otherwise encourage 
growth of timber on private forest land until it equalled 
that on our National Forest land, we would soon create 
millions of dollars annually of new income and thousands 
of job opportunities that do not exist in these counties 
today. We would create a booming lumber industry with 
an excellent possibility of pulp and paper mills to utilize 
hardwoods. For this industry to work economically and 
successfully we would need every acre of tillable land in 
these counties to serve as home farms for the forest 
workers who would thus derive income from two sources. 

This a far sounder plan—economically and ecologically 
(if you don’t mind this word, which means fitting man to 
his environment)—than the creation of more expensive 
and useless dead water impoundments to destroy forever 
one of America’s unique recreation areas. These dams 
would not generate economical power, they are not needed 
for flood control, either locally or in the lower valley; 
they would not attract industry to the region—other than 
some tourist camps and dubious taverns, They would make 
money for a few land speculators, provide temporary day 
labor jobs for a fair number of workers—and make dead 
certain that future generations could never know the 
beauty of this magnificent singing river. Men and women 
of vision in Missouri wil] fight this move to destroy the 
Current until it has once more been defeated.

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How Alaskans Celebrate 


They Greeted Statehood News With Everything 
From Cheers and Tears to 50-Ton Bonfires

THE STATE of Alaska is al- 
most a fact. We sourdoughs 
fought, prayed and worked for 
our political equality for 42 
years. Today we are taking a 
second look at what we have 
and what lies ahead. 

The lightning flash on Mon- 
day afternoon, June 30, “Senate 
passes Alaska Statehood bill,” 
utterly paralyzed us. We stood, 
numbed, while the teletype 
thump -thump-thumped word 
after word. 

When we read the vote—“64- 
20”—a 3-to-1 victory — butter- 


‘flies started banging around in 


our innards. Our throats dried 
up. The teletype got blurred. 
It had been a long time for a 
lot of us since tears zig-zagged 
down our checks—and we were 
unashamed of our emotions. 

I am sure that every Alaskan 
—each in his own way—spoke 
from the heart a silent prayer 
of thankfulness. The long 
struggle at long last was over. 

Then the sirens started all 
over the greater Anchorage 
area. They seemed louder than 
usual. Kids* started shouting 
“Hurray for Statehood.” A 
beardiess copy boy yelled, 
“We're in!” (And that became 
the 64-inch headline on the 
Extra of the Anchorage Daily 
Times.) 


A package of firecrackers 
went off down the street. An- 
other package banged away up 
the street. The radio crashed 
out with a ruffle of drums— 
and~ then the unbelievable 
emancipation story. 

Auto horns started beeping. 
A loud speaker on a car zoomed 
through with the Alaska Flag 
song. That brought out a sec- 
ond set of goose pimples and 
tied our throats in knots. 

People, people came stream- 
ing from everywhere. Every- 
body jumped in cars and 
headed for downtown. Cars on 
the main streets suddenly be- 
came a happy, noisy traffic 
jam. Lions Club members ap- 
peared as from nowhere, sell- 
ing blue and gold pennants, 
“Alaska, the 49th State.” (The 
pennants had arrived by air 
from the States only two hours 
before the vote.) A, thousand 
pennants were sold in an hour. 

A telephone story, broadcast 
over the radio by . ex-Alaskan 
Del Malkie from the rotunda 
of the Capitol in Washington, 
D.C., that the Alaska Delega- 
tion had gone directly to the 
chapel after the vote was an- 
nounced tied us up in knots 
again. 

Here was a precious mo- 
ment in history. Here the qual- 
ity of American democracy 
was laid bare for all the world 
to see. 


Somehow we felt that 
millions of Americans all 
over the land were saying 
“Congratulations, Alaskans. 
We wish you well.” 


Phones rang. So many peo- 


ple in Anchofage reached for 


their telephones at the same 
time that the main fuses in the 
central exchange blew out and 
it took 10 minutes to restore 
service to normal. 

Alaskans had won their 
right to vote for President ana 
have two Senators and a Rep- 
resentative in the halls of Con- 
gress. At long last we were 100 
per cent full-fledged Ameri- 
can citizens. 

The noise downtown grew 
into a mighty beeping-shouting 
racket. Offices and _ stores 
closed. Bunting and crepe pa- 
per festooned noisy cars. A 
murder trial in the federal 
court had to be adjourned for 
the day. An ultra-fancy church 
wedding was cut short. Flash 
cameras popped everywhere. 

Alaskan flags went up on 
buildings. A hundred willing 
hands carried the 60- by 40- 
foot American flag of the local 
Elks to the roof of the Post 
Office and Federal building 
and draped it down over three 
floors. The high ladder of the 
Anchorage Fire Department 
was called out, and shapely 
Rita Martin, Fur Rendezvous 
Queen, climbed up and pinned 
a huge silver star on the field 
of blue—amid the approval and 
whistles of admirers on the 
pavement below. 

Extras of both dailies hit the 
street, and shouting newsboys 
sold out half a dozen times 
over. (On Tuesday and Wednes- 
day the newsboys sold Mon- 
day's extras for 15 cents and 
25 cents each as _ historic 
pieces.) 

Monday evening, 50 tons of 
wood—one for each state and 
an extra ton for Hawaii—made 
a mammoth bonfire in the city 
parkway. Some 20,000 shout- 
ing, happy persons turned out 
to see the symbolic burning of 
our status as second-class cit- 
izens. A serpentine of enthu- 
siasts wound itself almost 
within toasting distance of the 
crackling, snapping fire. 

A 49-gun salute “whoofed” 
as the crowd counted the shots. 
The brass shells will be prop- 
erly engraved and presented to 
the Senators,. Representatives 
and Washington officials who 
worked so untiringly for the 
passage of the Alaska state- 
hood bill. 

“This is the day we have 
lived for,” shouted Col. M. R. 
(Muktuk) Marston, sparkplug 
of the statehood celebration. 
“Tl speak for my Eskimo friends 
—all of them loyal Americans 
—this is a happy day.” 

The future of the Forty- 
ninth State was toasted with 
every beverage available. Be- 
fore the evening was very old, 
the swank Chart Room’ restau- 
rant was filled with dinner 
parties. All bars, cocktail 
lounges and suburban dispen- 
saries were packed solid with 
enthusiastic revelers. 

Fireworks merchants, for- 
bidden by ordinance to sell in 
the city, did a whirlwind busi- 
ness just over the boundary 
line. Before 10 p.m., cherry 
bombs, giant crackers, lady 
fingers and pjain firecrackers 
were sold out, The main 
streets of Anchorage sounded 
like a full-blown central Amer- 
ican revolution until the early 
hours of the morning. City 
cops joined in the fun. 


The rest of this week we 
have slowly emerged from our

emotional binge. At our lunch- 
eon clubs, over coffee with 
friends, and in our homes, we 
are engaging in a running 
post-mortem on the fight for 
statehood. Figuratively, we 
look in our teacups to see 
what lies ahead. 

It didn’t take long for the 
statehood news to alert busi- 
ness men in the 48 states to 
the new frontier of oppor- 
tunity. A Fairbanks banker 
received a wire on Tuesday 
morning requesting him to buy 


$50,000 in real estate. 
Edwin ddock of Grocers 
Wholesale, “Inc. of Anchorage 


wrote airmail to 50 “stateside” 
suppliers on the busines¢ ad- 
vantages of warehousing stocks 
in the state of Alaska. 


A Dallas oil drilling equip- 
ment company phoned an 
Anchorage realtor to locate 
space for a branch office. 

An Altoona radio station, in 
a direct telephone interview 
with an Anchorage banker, 
asked what opportunities ex- 
isted in Alaska. The banker 
told Pennsylvania listeners. 
“for young people with some 
capital, the opportunity is as 
wide as their willingness to 
work.” 

Alaskan stocks on the big 
board reacted to the statehood 
news with sharp increases. 

Insurance companies, which 
have held back from entering 
the Alaskan field because it 
was a territory, will now take 
a second-look at the mortgage 
and investment fields. 

Advance men for more oil 
companies are arriving in Alas- 
ka daily to scan the vast open 
reaches of the northland. “The 
road is now clear of red tape 
for oil development,” an execu- 
tive said at a luncheon of the 
Anchorage Petroleum Club on 
Tuesday. 

What has Alaska done to 
prepare itself for the great 
step into political equality with 
the 48 states? In the answer 
to this question lies the key 
to a successful launching into 
statehood. 

In 1955, the Alaskan Terri- 
torial Legislature provided 
funds for a Constitutional Con- 
vention. In a special election, 
55 Alaskans, devoid of the tar 
brush of political party desig- 
nation, were chosen to draft a 
constitution for the future 
state of Alaska. 

They met on the campus of 
the University of Alaska near 
Fairbanks, in a new student 
union building now named 
“Constitution Hall.” In’ the 
winter of 1955-56, 49 men and 
six women worked day and 
night—-in weather that dipped 
to 50 below zero out-of-doors 
—to draft a “perfect” consti- 
tution for a great state. 

On the seventy-fifth day— 
the same lefhgth of time it took 
Benjamin Franklin and 54 
other colonists to write the 
United States Constitution— 
Alaska’s constitution was com- 
pleted and signed by the dele- 
gates amid pomp and circum- 
stance ahd much hope that it 
could soon be put to\use. 


Alaska’s constitution re- 
ceived plaudits throughout 
the United States. “A model 
constitution” it was called by 
political science experts and 
by officials from other states 
who “wished their constitu- 
tions were as concise and 
workable as Alaska’s.” 


Written into the Alaska con- 
stitution is the death of gerry- 
mandering. It is mandatory 
that, following each Federal 
census, the 24 state election 


_ districts shall be reapportioned 


according to population. It 
will mark the end, in Alaska, 
of political domination either 
by rural areas or by urban 
population. 

The state of Alaska will be 
free from the curse and waste 
of the couffty system with its 
duplication of public offices 
and drain on public funds. 

So that there will be direct 
responsibility in the state gov- 
ernment, and no opportunity 
for buck passing or finger 
pointing, the citizens of Alaska 
will elect only the governor 
and the secre of state, who 
will diso be the-lieutenant gov- 
ernor. Both must be of the 
same political-party, and run 
for office as a team. 


The anti-statehood group 
tried hard to tear the new 
constitution to shreds. “-

found convincing fault with the 
document—nor took exception 
to the Alaska-Tennessee Plan. 

The Alaska-Tennessee Plan 
had been appended as an ord- 
inance to the Constitution and 
delegates hoped to use it as a 
lever to speed = statehood 
through Congress. 

The plan was presented to 
the Constitution convention by 
a dedicated business man from 
New Orleans, George Lehleit- 
ner, who had first made Alas- 
kan statehood his hobby, then 
his moral issue and finally his 
crusade. He had nothing to 
gain by Alaska’s admission to 
the union, but he traveled to 
Alaska at his own expense, 
sold the constitutional conven- 
tion delegates on the Alaska- 
Tennessee Plan. As used by 
Tennessee in 1796, and other 
states later, the plan calls for 
electing two “Senators” and a 
“Congressman” in advance of 
admission to the union, to go 
to Washington and fight for 
statehood. 

After much study, the con- 
stitutional convention adopted 
the Tennessee Plan. So did the 
voters of the Territory of 
Alaska, who sent “Senators” 
Ernest Gruening and William 
Egan, and “Representative” 
Ralph Rivers back to Washing- 
ton to fight for Alaska’s ad- 
mission and permanent voting 
representation in Congress. 

.These men joined another 
tireless fighter for statehood, 
our voteless delegate in Con- 
gress, E. L. (Bob) Bartlett. 
Many; many others were part 
of the great Alaskan statehood 
crusade: youthful, energetic 
Gov. Mike Stepovich, who is 
happy to be soon out of a job; 
newspaper publishers Bob At- 
wood of the Anchorage Times 
and Bill Snedden of the Fair- 
banks News-Miner, who have 
spent endless time and money 
crusading for the cause of

Not in vears has 
there been so mounting a cru- 
sade, with stepped up pressure, 
as the American press turned 
loose in sponsorship of the 
torty-ninth state. 

Alaskans are impatient to get 
going with “This business of 
being a state.” With 91 years 
of territorial status behind it, 
Alaska has served the longest 
apprenticeship of any state in 
American history. 

With statehood, Alaskans will

U.N. Report on Lebanon 


HYDE PARK, N.Y., July 8. 

IN READING the views of the Secretary General of the 
United Nations and the U.N. report on Lebanon, I felt it 
somewhat confusing that in both cases the men concerned 
seemed to feel that the Lebanese Government is unduly 
worried about the infiltration of men and arms from Syria. 

The observers also reported they “had encountered 
many difficulties in attempting to enter rebel-held territory 
in sensitive spots which are in areas claimed by Govern- 
ment sources to be supply and infiltration routes.” 


If you are not able to see the places in which 
men and arms are supposed to be coming through, 
how can you report that they have not been doing 
so? 


It is true, as the report said, that the troubles between 
the rebels and the Government is an internal affair. But 
if the rebels are being armed and incited by Syrian infil- 
trators, then it cannot be looked upon as entirely an in- 
ternal affair, for keeping the borders of a country safe is 
of interest to the U.N. and also to the United States. 

It is evident that the army in Lebanon now is support- 
ing the Government more energetically than previously. 
Perhaps this will enable the Government to put down the 
rebels, and already there are encouraging reports of Leb- 
anesé army successes. 


Let us hope that the U.N.’s hopes of lighter 
infiltration will bring about the desired results 
and that Lebanon’s fears of ‘outside interference 
goon will be removed by actual, tangible signs of 
control. 


A New York Times editorial mentions the almost in- 
superable diffjculties in creating a permanent U.N. secur- 
ity force but concedes that it might be desirable and adds 
that we have been known to accomplish the impossible 
when a real crisis demanded it. 

Perhaps not too many people realize that crises exist 
in @ number of places in the world where the use of such 
force might be required, but slowly we may realize that we 
are constantly meeting crises which might be forestalled if 
we had a U.N. force to use at the first sign of such a crisis.

Variations in Rainfall

RAIN SOMETIMES falls 
very very gently, even as a 
mist or light spray. Other rains 
are less gentle, and still others 
are downright hard. 

Q. What is a cloudburst? 

A. It is a sudden, heavy out- 
pouring of rain from a cloud. 
Twice in my life I have been 
outdoors during true cloud- 
bursts. Each time more than 
an inch of rain came down in- 
side 10 or 15 minutes. 

Q. Is an inch of rainfall very 
much? 

A. One inch of rain means 
the falling of 22 quarts of 
water on a square yard of 
surface.

Now and then a city with 
moderate rainfall has a down- 
pour which gives the residents 
something to remember.
